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We tigure it this way: il you 
don't vote next Tuesday and in 
the November election, you void 
your right to gripe for the next 
several years. You will have 
passed up your chance to im¬ 
prove things, or make them 
worse. But as far as we're con¬ 
cerned, the rights to vote—and 
to gripe—are sacred. We intend 
to safeguard the latter by exer- 
cisting the former.

The end is in sight of the 
dread disease, polio, Sister 
Elizabeth Kenny told volunteers 
at a fund campaign meeting 
last week at the Sister Kenny 
Polio Hospital in El Monte. 

In what she frankly admitted 
would be her last appearance 
in the Southland (she is suffer¬ 
ing from Parkinson’s disease), 
Sister Kenny stated that in the 
last few weeks several doctors 
on the East Coast have con¬ 
firmed what she has been say¬ 
ing for years: that the poliovi¬ 
rus was in the blood stream. 

Knowing this, they have now 
told me that the end of polio 
is in sight within the next era, 
Sister Kenny declared. 

In the meantime she empha¬ 
sized the need for support of 
the Sister Kenny polio fund. She 
said that in normal cases— 
cases treated by what she 
termed “orthodox physicians”— 
it takes approximately five 
years to effect a complete re¬ 
covery. But using the Sister 
Kenny treatment, the Austra¬ 
lian nurse remarked, it requires 
only several months to restore 
the patient to normal health. 

Sixty-six per cent of the Sister 
Kenny patients go home com¬ 
pletely cured, she stated. 

In Sierra Madre, meanwhile, 
volunteer workers were contin¬ 
uing in their house-to-house so¬ 
licitation for the drive. All 
money collected here goes di¬ 
rectly to the hospital in El 
Monte, it was said.

ULTRA HIGH FREQUENCY 
OFFERS NEW TV CHANNELS 


service. This group of frequen¬ 
cies is referred to as the UHF 
(Ultra High Frequency) tele¬ 
vision band. 

The entire UHF band extends 
from 300 to 3000 me. However, 
UHF television is concerned 
only with that portion from 470 
to 890 me. Therefore, 420 me. 
of additional frequency range 
is available for new television 
channels. In terms of channels 
using 6 me. for each channel, 
70 new channels can be as¬ 
signed throughout the United 
States, making possible a tele¬ 
vision station in practically 
every community. These chan¬ 
nels are numbered from 14 to 
83 and have been allocated for 


both educational and commer¬ 
cial purposes. 

Channels specifically for edu¬ 
cational purposes, have been re¬ 
served in all communities that 
have or will have, three or more 
channels, UHF and VHF. They 
have also been reserved in edu¬ 
cational centers, even though 
some of these centers may not 
have a commercial television 
station. 

The allocation has been done 
in such a manner as to elimi¬ 
nate completely or at least 
minimize considerably, all in¬ 
terferences that have been 
present when transmitting sta¬ 
tions conflict with each other.

In the relatively short time 
since its inception, television 
has become a part of the 
American way of life; the in¬ 
fant industry has outgrown the 
segment of the radio spectrum 
which had initially been 
deemed adequate to fulfill its 
needs. 

The reasons for this are: one, 
the rapid acceptance and re¬ 
sulting demand for more and 
more stations, and two, the na¬ 
ture of the television signal 
which requires a six megacycle 
band for each station. In com¬ 
parison the entire AM Broad¬ 
cast band occupies approxi¬ 
mately one megacycle of the 
radio spectrum. 

The present day assigned 
space for television, known as 
the VHF (Very High Frequency) 


band, will not accommodate a 
sufficient number of new sta¬ 
tions. At present, many inter¬ 
ference problems arise when 
stations operating on the same 
frequency, yet spaced fairly far 
apart, conflict with each other. 
In order to bring television to 
many more cities in the United 
States, more channels are re¬ 
quired. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission, finding the pres¬ 
ent VHF band limited in re¬ 
spect to additional channel 
assignments, carefully studied 
the results and findings of ex¬ 
periments on still higher fre¬ 
quencies. Based on these it al¬ 
located a band of higher fre¬ 
quencies for future television 
channels and thus opened the 
way for nationwide television

Ashburn, incumbent, opposes 
Charles B. MacCoy, LA mu¬ 
nicipal court judge; and in Su- 
period Court Office No. 11, 
where Judge Louis II. Burke, in¬ 
cumbent. is running against 
Judge Ida May Adams. The 
other judges are running un¬ 
opposed. 

Attorney Claude A. Watson is 
running against: Incumbent S. 
Ernest Roll for the office of 
county district attorney. 

The only county proposition 
on the ballot calls for some 
$2,100,000 in supplemental 
bonds for the expansion of Ju¬ 
venile Hall. The money would 
provide better living quarters 
and sufficient space to detain 
delinquents while awaiting 
court hearings. At present many 
juveniles must be confined with 
adults in the county jail, a 
condition considered bad by 
most enforcement agencies. 
There is no known opposition 
to the measure.
